TREAT CANCER 


[Chicage Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

' LONDON; March 26.—-The discovery 
of a new process which is expected to 
have the most important results in the 


| treatment of cancer and other diseases 


in which radium is used was discussed 
at a meeting at Middlesex hospital ‘to- 
day. ‘This discovery. consists of cap- 
turing emanations from radium, puri-' 
fying and condensing’ them, and ‘bot- 
tling them in tiny glass tubes the 
thickness of a human hair. This ra- 
dium. is called rado. After’ an =. ex- 
haustive trial the Middlesex hospital is 
now able to supply tubes to other hos- 
pitals. It asks that others , capture 


jradium gas which would otherwise be

Must Shew Trib Consideration. 

The attorney general holds that all 
policies issued in the future must spec- 
ify, in addition to the $1 consideration 
paid by the insured, the consideration 
paid by Tue Trisune to the Federal 
Life Insurance company to enable it 
to issue such a broad protective policy 
for the extraordinarily low premium 
of $1. 

The policies already issued contain 
this language: 

“And other good and valuable con- 
sideration paid by the Tribune com- 
pany.” 

The attorney general says: 

“It is necessary, therefore, to 6x, 
press the entire consideration paid for 
the policy, including the service ren- 
dered. by: the Tribune company, the 
value of which service must be deter- 
mined and expressed.”

The considerations referred to are 
advertising, securing of policy holders, 
and cost of issuance of policies. 

Similar Ruling for Hearst Paper. 

The Hearst morning paper is sub- 
ject to a similar ruling ‘under this 
opinion, for it has been selling insur- 
ance policies plus subscriptions for a 
year, advertising such policies and ob- 
taining the sales by sending out solic- 
itors from door to door. 

Tus Trisune had assumed that 
such custom had been established for 
newspaper policies, as many have been 
sold in this way mm other cities. The 
way THe ‘Tripsunz method varied 
from the others was that it required 

subscription to this newspaper and 

ve a better policy at a lower price 

than any other newspaper in the coun- 
try. 

After setting forth the complaint 
made to Alex. J. Johnson state insur- 
ance superintendent, and referring to 
the request of Clifford Lreland, director 
of trade and commerce, for an opinion 
on the value of the complaint, ‘Mr.

William D. Shepherd, heir to $1,000,- 
000 under the terms of the will of W'l- 
Ham McClintock, was denied bail yos 
terday and must stay in the county 
jail pending his trial on the tharge of 
murdering McClintock. 

Chief Justice Jacob Hopkins of the 
Criminal court gave his decision at 5 
o'clock last night after a four day 
hearing on Shepherd's plea to be re- 
leased under bonds, hig attorney hav- 
ing offered surety to the extent of 
$500,000. 

The decision came after State's At- 
torney Robert E. Crowe had likened 
Billy McClintock to “a lamb being 
fattened for slaughter, with Shepherd 
in a position to take his life and profit 
by it.” State’s Attorney Crowe called 
the means alleged in the indictment— 
inoculating McClintock with typhoid 
fever germs—a new and dangerous 
form of murder.

NEARING THE END OF THE 
TREATY OF VERSAILLES 


AND THE LEAGUE. 

‘Austen Chamberlain, the British foreign minis- 
ter, in public papers and statements is preparing 
the way for the discard of the treaty of Versailles 
and the covenant of the feague, There is much in- 
dication that the British are through with both 
and are clearing the way for an agreement with 
France and Germany which will supersede the 
treaty and the covenant in providing the future 
‘peace of Europe. 

‘The first indication was in the memorandum of 
eecurity prepared by Mr. Chamberlain and given to 
the world in a notable scoop by John Steele of 
Tux Tripuxe foreign news service, In that the 
foreign minister recognized that the British 
frontier no longer was the channel and possibly 
mot even the Rhine, more probably the eastern 
frontier of E>ope. He recognized that Asia had 
“come up to the Polish border. 

The next indication was when he gave the 
league of nations the British decision on the 
Geneva protocol, which was rejected. The proto 
col, outlawing war and subjecting an aggressor to 
the combined economic rhilitary force of the league 
of mations, was an attempt on the part of the 

to make the league. work.
